AN ERA OF LEISURE 
The United States, say s President Joseph Lee 
of the National Recreation Association, is now 
approaching an era of “leisure for every b ody .” 
Mr. Lee made this remark as his organiza­ 
tion’s b oard of directors held their annual meet­ 
ing in the cab inet room of the White House. He 
enlarged upon it as f6llows: 
“Leisure for every b ody , a condition we in 
America are now approaching, is the most ex ­ 
traordinary change ever granted to a nation. It 
means the coming of something unheard of in 
all history —the opportunity for every man to 
live.” 
Perhaps it is just a little unfortunate that the 
United States, at the moment that Mr. Lee made 
this remark, held some 6,000,000 men who could 
not find work. A cy nical person might b e moved w 
to inquire if we are to attain this “leisure for 
every b ody ” goal through a constant increase in 
out-and-out unemploy ment. 
However; social and economic changes re­ 
quire a long view. We are suffering today from a 
temporary setb ack, not a total collapse. Judging 
the case over a period of y ears, Mr. Lee is un­ 
doub tedly correct; and he points to one of the 
most profoundly important developments in the 
last thousand y ears of history . 
Leisure for every b ody means something more 


than just an increase in the attendance at b ase­ 
b all games, movie theatres, summer amusement 
parks and b athing b eaches. It means something 
more than an increase in the stream of pleasure- 
seeking^ motorists on the highway s. It means 
something more .than an increased demand for 
lux uries, which industrialists like Henry Ford say 
will inevitab ly follow the shortening of working 
hqurs. 
• 
Of course, it will b ring all of these things with 
it. Millions of people, b ey ond question, will waste 
their leisure woefully , to the despair of moralists 
But b ack of this stands another, more signifi­ 
cant fact. Work, for the average man, will b e­ 
come a means to an end and not an end in icself. 
Mankind will discover that it does not have to 
devote all of its energies to the earning of b read 
and b utter. Scores of millions of horizons will 
ex pand. 
This development will not b e upon us tomor­ 
row, and its fruits will not b e fully visib le for a 
long time. Rut it is coming. Sooner of later we 
shall find out ho# to use our lab or-saving m a­ 
chinery to the b est advantage. The drudgery 
that turns men and women oid a t 45 will disap­ 
pear. And then every one, and not just the fortu­ 
nate few, Will b e ab le to have life and have it 
more ab undantly . It will b e possib le, then, to 
start b uilding a real civilization.

hour before with a woman. Po- 
lice have never divulged wheth- 
er they knew who made that ap- 
pointment. 


Before the defendants could 


leave the court room Pizzini 
was arrested for another mur- 
der and Livenchi was taken in 
custody for Rochester, N. Y., po- 
lice on a robbery charge. 


Pizzini, it was revealed, is one 


of the two men indicted last fall 
for the slaying of William Can- 
non and George Collins, dope

The United States, says President Joseph Lee 


of the National Recreation Association, is now 
approaching an era of "leisure for everybody." 


Mr. Lee made this remark as his organiza- 


tion's board of directors held their annual meet- 
ing in the cabinet room of the White House. He 
enlarged upon iff as follows: 


"Leisure for everybody, a condition we in 


America are now approaching, is the most ex- 
traordinary change ever ^granted to a nation. It 
means the coming of something unheard of in 
all history—the opportunity for every man to 
Jive." 


Perhaps it is just a little unfortunate that the 


United States, at the moment that Mr. Lee made 
this remark, held some 6,000,000 men who could- 
not find work. A cynical person might be moved ^ 
to inquire if we are to attain this "leisure fpt 
everybody" goal through a constant increase in 
out-and-out unemployment. 


However; social and ecorromic changes re- 


quire a long view. We are suffering today from a 
temporary setback, not a total collapse. Judging 
the case over a period of years, Mr, Lee is un- 
doubtedly correct; and he points to one of the 
most profoundly important developments in the 
last thousand years of history. 


Leisure for everybody means something more 


than just^ah increase in the attendance at tjilse 
ball games, movie .theatres,'•summer amusenieh 
parks and bathing beaches. It means somethiri 
more than an increase in ttie istrtiam of plftisui'e 
seeking motcMsts on the Highways; It ihean 
something more tthan an increased demand fo 
luxuries, which industrialists like Henry Ford & 
will inevitably follow the shortening of workiri 
hours.

Of course, it will bring all of these tilings with 


it. Millions of people, beyond question,- Trtll waste 
their leisure woefully, to the despair of moralists 
But back of this stands another, more sign 
cant fact. Work, for the average man* wilt 
come a means to an end and not ah end in icseJ 
Mankind will discover that it does not have tc 
devote all of its energies to the earning 6f b'reai 
and butter. Scores of millions of Horizons will 
expand. 


This development will hot be upon us tonior 


row, and its fruits will not be fully visible for a 
long time, But it is coming. Sooner of later we 
shall find out hotf to use our labor-saving ma 
chinery to the best advantage. The drudgery 
that turns men and .women old |it 45 will disap- 
pear. And then everyone, and not just the fortu- 
nate few, will be able to have life and have it 
more abundantly. 
Ifr will be possible, then, to 


start building a real civilization.
